leg is broken, bu t the physician is 
inclined to believe th at su ch is the 
case. 
It. will be necessary to wait 
several days to determine the exact 
extent of her inju ries. 
Althou gh seventy-eight years of 
age. Mrs. H arcou rt has been very 
healthy and strong. 
Bu t it is feared

was proved by the manner in which 
he stamped abou t the 
stage last 
night when he demanded 
that men 
have their rights in the

son who heard him will testify. 
At night Mr. Ott spoke to an au di­ 
ence that filled every available seat 
in the large coliseu m. His lectu re on

“ And y et y ou see the people of a 
township making a shoemaker town­ 
ship trustee, with power to handle 
the ex penditures of the township and 
protect its inmates or leav e them un­ 
protected. 
“ If a sy stem of schools in which 
children could be trained to be public 
officials could be 
established 
how 
much better oil we’d be! 
Specializa­ 
tion should enter 
into 
gov ernment 
just as much as into business, and 
perhaps more so. 
Our Gov ernors, 
our country officials, 
our 
township 
officials, our municipal officials, our 
president and 
our 
secretaries 
of 
state should be trained from infancy 
to hold those positions, 
I 
believ e. 
Then graft, insanitation and malad­ 
ministration would not 
prev ail 
to 
such a marked degree.”

“I suppose the only reason why we 
have not long since had a g overnment 
department to look after the public 
health and to take the lead in instruct­ 
ing the people how to prevent the enor­ 
mous waste of human life from pre­ 
ventable diseases is because our leg ­ 
islators have not heretofore realized 
the importance of this subject. 
After 
the g reat epidemic of y ellow fever in 
187 8 cong ress was g reatly aroused 
upon the subject of preventing fu­ 
ture epidemics of this disease, aud a 
national board of health was org an­ 
ized. 
Rut this board was not provided 
either with the authority 01* the finan­ 
cial support necessary to make it a 
success. Its members were eng ag ed in 
other occupations and did not receive 
salaries. 
They were therefore unable 
to devote any considerable portion of 
their time to questions relating to the 
public health. 
They did, however, in­ 
aug urate investig ations which after 
more than twenty y ears led a demon­ 
stration of the method by which y el­ 
low’ fever is transm itted from man to 
man, and as a result of this knowl­ 
edg e w’e have learned how to control 
this pestilential malady . 
The departm ent of health measure, 
which has had the indorsement 
of the 
committee of one hundred, has also 
had indorsements from g overnors 
of 
states and from leading scientific, med­ 
ical, labor, g rang e and philanthropic 
org anizations. 
The measure is not, 
however, without opposition. 


Eliot on the Opponents. 
Ex President Eliot of H arvard say s 
iu reg ard to the opponents: 
“They 
also, as a rule, oppose medical research, 
vaccination and the use 
of antitox ins 
of all sorts. 
They are opposed to the 
use of the collective forces of the com­ 
munity to protect people from the re­ 
sults of ig norance, superstition and de­ 
ceit. 
Unfortunately disease, like ig ­ 
norance and superstition, cannot be 
successfully resisted on the principle 
of respecting each individual’s rig ht 
to buffer, be sick and die. 
Fossibly 
there is such a rig ht, but it cannot be 
ex ercised 
without g rave dang er to 
many other individuals. Contag ious dis­ 
eases take effec t on masses of people, 
and they can only l>e successfully re 
sisted by collective action.” 
Letters to cong ressmen and articles 
and lectures on the subject are way s 
in which citizens may co-operate to es 
tablish the much needed national de 
partm ent of health.
